ROME, Nov. 7.—Gen. Cadorna’s 
retreating army is stubbornly 
testing every foot of ground as it 
nears the Piave River, where the 
crucial battle with the German for- 
ces is belfeved inevitable. Italian 
cavalry, covering the rear of the re. 
treat, is matching its skill and ex- 
perience against overwhelming odds. 
The cavalry is participating in the 
Italian plan—a play for time. 

The war office announced today 
that the Italian line had withdrawn 
to the Livenza river in good order. 
The statement adds that enemy 
bridges over the Tagliamento River 
were bombed.

The Livenza is between the Tag- 
Mamento and Piave rivers, practi- 
cally paralleling both streams from 
below the Carnic alps to the Adria- 
tic Sea. It is an average distance 
of ten miles from the Piave and 
approximately twenty-five miles 
from the Tagliamento. 

It is at this point where military 
experts predict that General Cadorna 
plans another stand before making 
his most powerful resistance at the 
Piave. He will do this, experts 
say to play for time in which to 
fully fortify himself at the Piave. 

The intervening space between 
the Tagiiamento and the Livenza riv- 
ers is familiarly referred to as the 
“Holland of Italy.’ The country is 
a network of drains and canals, 
causing slow progress by ponder-

_ He was a Russian peasant, a poor cobbler who lived on 
the outskirts of a small village. One day he same to a big 
house where there were wealth and education and books. 
He asked for work. But when that was given him he hesi- 
tated, then said he had heard they had many books. “It 

- iS so nice to have many books.” Finally he plucked up 
courage to ask if they had any books on astronomy. ‘The 
people took him to the library and offered him first a 
poptlar pamphlet on astronomy, then a popular book 
and at last a: more scientific work. To the first he said, 
“Oh, no; that is for children.” To the second, “Oh, that 
I have read long ago.” and to the third, “Oh, yes; that’s a 
fine book, but I have read it.” 

This story is told by a Russian writer in a recent num- 
ber of the National Geographical Magazine. It is but onc 
of many instances showing how the “ignorant Russian 
peasant” reaches out for knowledge. This particular cob- 
bler had been unable to read or write at the age of seven- 
teen. Then a young student taught him to read, and the 
peasant cobbler began to read everything he could get hold 
of.

He developed a special interest in astrgnomy. Te says 
simply: ‘““Then I learned something.” Five years of work 
eerned enough money to purchase a small lens. He con- 
structed a primitive telescope which he set up in the loft 
over his two-room cottage.
